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Yalic Tablada Garcia, well-known member of the Partido Socialista de Nicaragua 
{PSN) and presently Social Relations Secretary of the Sindicato de Empleados 
y trabajadcres de Comercio de Managua, departed for Sen Salvador 9 April 1949 
wie TACK Airlines, On 12 April he went to Tegucigalpa, Honduras, and returned 
to Manegua on TACA 16 April, Allegedly the trip was chiefly for pleasure, but 
fxblade was eaked by local labor and PSN leaders to contact certain persons 
tn EL Selvador and Honduras. 


2, im accordance with these requests Tablada called on three labor officials 
during his stay in San Salvador. These were Carlos Alex Gomez and Benjamin 
Nejie Martinez of the Union de Trabajedores Ferrocarrileros and Nerciso 
Lacayo of the Empleados de Comercio. Upon his return, according to source, 
fableda reoorted thet he bad talked with all three and had discussed the 
progress of the lsbor movement in Nicaragua. Tablaca stated that he was 
questioned particularly about the reasons for the alliance with Absalon 
Gonzales, and that he explained that this was meade necessary by the desire 
of the PSN to form a single central labor orgarization, which could obtain 
official representation. Onee control of the new organization is established, 
Tablada reportedly told the Seivadorans, Gonzalez would be repleced. Teblade 
said that this explanation was necessary, inasmuch as thefelvadcrans expressed 
some doubts, regarding the path being teken by the PSN in Nicaragua. After 
the discussion it was agreed that the steps taken locally were justified by

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Je | ER that Gomez is the most important Communist in the Selvadoran 
jabor movement, and that Mejie is also prominent, Teblada was told by Gomes 
that no money had been sent to Nicaragua in care of Humberto Glenco, as 
premised, because they had given s sizeable amount to Armando Amador when 
the latter passed through San Ssivador en route to Mexico in Februery 1949. 
They reportedly told Tablada that for some unknown reason Amador hed not 
acknowledged receipt of this money. When Tablada reported this matter to 
_Juen Lorie and Manvel Perez Estrada upon his return the latier were dis-. 

appointed because they had received no money, according to source, and 
cursed Amador for apparently PeWaRE run off with funds set aside for the 
Party.

Source states that, 
ia the event Hodriguez was not at home, Tablada was to inquire at his

feblada reported to Suarez and cther PSN leaders that the two Hondurans , 
W660 aia allegedly prominent in the underground labor movement in that 
country, are anxious to organize the working Classes, but that they are 
forced to move slowly because of the oprosition of the government.
